KEEP FAITH. 


Keep faith with the public. Do not make any 
promises that you cannot reasonably expect to 
fulfill. If you have been guiled in the past by 
irresponsible Managers or agents, be sure you 
get in the right hands this year. Impress forci- 
bly on every person that you have business deal- 
ings with that you expect every announcement 
made by you will be carried out to the letter. 
Do not advertise one-hundred horses in a race if 
you only expect ten. Do not let any amusement 
enterprise that is going to be a feature of your 
celebration promise more than they can fulfill. 
Do not yourself or let any one else connected 
with you bite off more than you can chew. ‘The 
public is eager and anxious to patronize amuse- 
ment features now, but they demand a run for 
their money, and they will get it or know the 
reason why. ‘The success of big circuses proves 
this. Many of the largest fairs of the pres- 
ent day were only little fellows a few years 
ago, but they have made a feature of exhibiting 
products of women from tidies to butter, from 
embroidery to pies and cakes, and in order not 
to debar any woman who might have conscien- 
tious scruples about entering contests for money 
prizes they have devised a very successful 
method. All of their prizes are articles that 
are of use or ornament in the home. They are 
all of the best material and command attention 
from every person who sees them. In many 
cases these prizes do not cost them a cent. They 
have an active canvassing committee, who call 
on all of the leading merchants in the city near 
Wuere the fair is held. The committee impress- 
es on the merchants the value of the advertise- 
ment that the offering of a valuable premium 
will give them. Most of them are not only anx- 
ious wo offer a prize, but they go further than 
that. They place these prizes on exhibition in 
their shop windows for a lengthy period before 
the fair, This not only advertises the premiums 
to the possible contenders for the prizes, but it 
also interests the general public as well and 
helps the attendance. Ip all of the premium 
lists issued and mailed to the surrounding coun- 
try the names of the people who offer these 
prizes are quoted and the piaces where they are 
on exhibition are also mentioned. The high 
standing of the firms makes this premium List 
a valuable one and the result is that each class 
is filled every year. The women folks become 
enthusiastic and the result is that while the 
premiums in these Classes cost the committee 
but little, they are always filled and draw at- 
tention to the fair. ‘This is an experiment that 
can be easily tried by the committee.

In holding a street fair or carnival the citi- 
zens of the place in which it is held should do 
as much persoval work as possible in order to 


make it a success. Every person who can be 
induced to visit the celebration will help to 
swell the net receipts and will also leave a cer- 
tain proportion of money with the merchants 
of the town. Promoters often claim that their 
individual efforts will be sufficient to make any 
affair a success, but this is Wrong. If every 
promoter or organizer of a street fair or carni- 
val would endeavor to get every merchant and 
business man of the town to do some personal 
work, the success would not only be much great- 
er, but in the future those merchants and busi- 
ness men would not only be the warmest sup- 

rters of such institutions, but would also will- 
ngly lend their aid and financial assistance, 
If they are brought into personal contact witb 
the work done to make the street fair or 
carnival a success, they will have a better 


chance to see the good effect the holding of 
such an event has on their business, and how it 
will help a city or town to lure away trade 
from a competitor. The ease with which solid 
business men can be secured to help in the 
booming of an event of this kind is remarkable, 
especially if they are approached in the right 
way. It is not necessary that they be asked 
to do very much work. The main point is to 
have them give the affair their moral support, 
to have them become enthusiastic over its ob- 
jects and aims, so that they will speak well of 
it to all of their customers and friends. In ad- 
dition to this most any business man, who has 
become interested in a project of this kind, will 
gladly enclose with all his letters and corre- 
spondence a small circular calling attention of 
people to the affair. One of these circulars 
coming from a man of prominence will be much 
iu the way of a personal invitation from that 
party to attend .we event and will be looked 
on in that light. In nine cases out of ten it 
will be accepted and the merchant will have the 
pleasure of greeting a friend or customer, and 
in many cases that party, if he comes from out 
of town, will make some purchases. The mer- 
chant will thus have positive proof of the suc- 
cess of your street fair or carnival’ The ex- 
pense of securing these circulars is small, the 
time it will take a promoter to get the mer- 
chant to lend his consent is trifling, but the 
results will be great. Many men who would not 
subscribe a dollar towards the holding of any 
kind of celebration will cheerfully enter into 
an arrangement of this kind, and it is pretty 
certain that in succeeding years he will not only 
do a bit of personal work, but will also give 
freely to a guarantee fund.
